the ſaid Farl of Exeter is there ſeiſed of the Mannors of Bourne, Aorton, and Byker ; and of the Soyl and Royalty of Brovage, for about 14 miles 
together in the ſaid Fen, and Meadow-ground. | | ; 
The Lords and Owners being eſtated and poſſeſſed as aforeſaid, the now pretended Dreyners (Amo 1635 ) by colour of a Contra with certain 
Commiſſioners of Sewers ( themſelves being the chief in Commiſſ'on) entred into and upon the ſaid Level, and without conſent of the Owners, 
without Inquiry by Jury, againſt an expreſs Verdi& whereby the faid Level was found not ſurrounded, and conſequently not at the diſpoſal

Bedford Las was contraQted for with the Owners and Country at Lym 6 Car. prims, and aſter Dreyned , Lyndſey Level never contraQted for 
with the Owners and Country, but reſted from them by Power and Force. | 

The undertaking in Bedferd Level was begun, and purſued legally, and finiſhed, and continued to the Honour and Profit of the Undertakers and 
Country. | | 

The welds in Lyndſey Level was moſt illegally begun, yjolently and injuriouſly purſued, and never finiſhed to this day, proving only vexa- 
tious and miſchievous both to the undertakersand Country. bY 4 ' -” 

They deny that the Lords and Owners ( who continually offered and ſtill offer to defend their Right by Law ) cither committed or abetted any 
Riot, or the pulling down the Dreyners Houſes or Plantations, but what their oppreſſions conſtrained poor people to do, or may conſtrain them 
unto in the future, the ſaid Lords and Owners know not : but have heard what ever Riot was, the {ame was occaſioned by one Hall, Servant to the 
late Earl of Lindſey, who is ſuppoſed to be ſtill living to give account thereof, and the ſaid Lords, and Owners, are unjuſtly Scandaled therewith, 
not being concern'd in Suit or in Law to excuſe or anſwer it.
